By In addition to the activities presented in the table, the secretariat carries out further 
voluntarily funded activities that derive from the mandate and programme priorities of the 
secretariat. These activities are implemented in accordance with the conditions spelled out 
in the respective contribution arrangements. 


6. In the biennium 2016-2017, such main activities of the secretariat include the 
following: 


(a) Supporting the Global Land Outlook (GLO): launch of the GLO and 
associated advocacy activities, and the development of an online platform for scaling up 
best practices and a Working Paper series; 


(b) — Facilitating the Soil Leadership Academy, which provides training to support 
work toward the land degradation neutrality (LDN) target and capacity building on drought 
and water scarcity; 


(c) Developing information and toolkits for various target groups to support the 
work toward the LDN target: for example, a toolkit entitled “Land Degradation Neutrality 
(LDN) for Business Operations” in cooperation with the World Business Council on 
Sustainable Development; 


(d) Providing assistance to affected countries, in cooperation with the Global 
Mechanism (GM), in establishing national targets on LDN (including participation in the 
Greening Drylands Partnership); 


(e) Developing a user guide on land-based progress indicators across the Rio. 
conventions; 


(f) Following up on the Economics of Land Degradation studies; 


(g) | Developing the rights-based approach in sustainable land management and 
supporting gender networking; 


(h) Preparing a study/publication on dust and sand storms. 
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ie A major part of the activities of the GM is funded through voluntary contributions. 
These activities follow the priority themes and priorities of the GM, and they are 
implemented in accordance with the conditions spelled out in the respective contribution 
arrangements. 
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
